In Everglades, Is Doing Efficient Work

The Pahokee Drainage District 
was organízed under the ‘general 


^ drainage laws and by special acts 


of the Legislature’ of State of 
Florida on. February 3th, 1923. 
‘The original official Plan of Re- 
clamation was prepared by the 
Riddle Engineering Company ° of 
West Palm Beach, Florida, as 
chief eers of the district, and 
was adopted for the development 
of the entire lands of the district. 

By this Plan the lands of the 
District were to be protected from 
the outside waters by a natural 
ridge along Lake Okeechohee, the 
Everglades Drainage district levee 
around Pelican Bay, a proposed 
levee to be constructed along the 
southern boundary of the district, 
the Conners highway along thé 
West Palm Besch canal, and à 
proposed dyke to be built d 
the northern boundary. 

‘The drainage of the lands - was 
to be accomplished by a system of 
north and south lateral ditches, 
spaced at one-half mile íntervals, 
feeding into two major east and 
West outlet cahals, spaced two 
miles apart. These outlet “canals 
were to be connected on the west 
bya cross canal so as to permit 
discharge through the Pelican 


Serving the 


river and thence, by means of a 
42 inch cen! Ì pump, into the 
Pelican Bay of Láke' Okeéchobee. 


» | Each of these canals was design- 


cd with water control gates on the 
east to permit-of gravity outlet 
into the West Palm Beach canal. 

‘The original commissioners’ re- 
port shows 19,604.75 acres assess- 
ed for benefits and the balance of 
1,170.50 acres as exempted for 
canal rights-of-way and other 
purposes. Total ‘assessed benefits 
were $984,413.50, which is an av- 
erage of $50.00 per acre. The 
total authorized bond issue was 
$248,000.00. The cost of reclama- 
tion tax, in principal and interest 
to retire these bonds averaged 
$25.21 per acre. 

Construction work was- con- 
tracted and carried on in accord- 
ance with the ers’ ‘plans. 

‘The pumping plant was install- 
ed at Pelican Bay, the main canals 
were dug, and some of the later- 
als and.à part of the levees^were 
built. In January, 1929, the’ orl- 
ginal plan of reClamation was re- 
viewéd,and the existing dantige 
facilities examined and measured 
with the result of a recommenda- 
tión for revisthg and completing 
the project for an increased  riith- 
off capacity for drainage, The 
engineering studiep and reports 
were made and presented to the 
board of supérvisors of & dist- 
rict. This, resulted ‘in a general 
landowners meeting und the mu- 
tual agreement of owners to di- 


vide the! original District into two 


separaje units. 
On May 2, 1929, the State Legis- 


lature passed House Bill No. 275|| 


authorizing this separation. With 
the authority of the above legis- 
lative act, a revised plan of re- 


clamation was prepared and sub-| [| 


mitted to the board of supervisors. 
/The plan was to provide for the 
development of the East Unit of 
the district and for a gravity out- 
let canal for the lands of the West 
Unit. This ‘revised plan of recla- 
mation for the East Unit and Gra« 
vity canal for the West Unit was 


accepted by the owners of the|| 


district and bomds were authoriz- 


ed for $370,000.00 for the East || 
Unif and $10,000.00 for the West 


Unit.

Field experiments at the fta- 
Hon. The experimental farm of 
the Evergladés Experiment Sta- 
tion covers an area of 200 acres, 
which are given over to investiga- 
tion of various’ kinds, all relating 
to a more efficient, more diverst- 
fed agriculture for the Ever- 
glades. Thus the fertilizer re- 

uirements of the yarioús truck 

Tops are being determined in one 
area by means of several hundred 
test plots. In another área spray 
and seed treatments are laid out 
each season for obtaining of im. 
proved methods of controlling 
plant diseases. Another field is 
planted to a nümber of the' more 
promising types of a given truck 
crop:such as different varieties of 
peas and celery'and to a study of 
the new varieties of truck that 
may prove 'to be of value for the 
region.

In the other part of the 
field the sugarcane Seedlings are 
planted that have been produced 
at the Everglades Station from 
the minute seeds of the sugarcane 
as obtained by controlled -crossing 
of the more desirable. . varieties.

In still other areas of the Ever- 
glades Experiment Station farm 
the,various'fiber crops such as 
ramie and ginger lily and the var- 
ious féed and forage crops such as 
corn, sorghum, cowpeas, soybeans, 
ete., are under test each season to 
determine the best variety, * the 
most economical fertilizer prac- 
tice, the, best sequence of’ crops, 
the best time to plant, cte; 

The field work on the sawgrass 
peat of the Station farm is sup- 
plemented to a considerable extent 
by additional test plots and fields 
for observation in other parts of 
the Everglades such as the cus- 
tard apple zone around the mar- 
gins of the lake and the thin. or 
marginal peat zones lying along 
the Eastern edge bf the Ever- 
glades where the agricultural pur- 
suits cover trück crops, citrus and 
dairy farms. 

Use of laboratories and green- 
house at the Station. The field ac- 
tivities of the Station are supple- 
Thented and augmented by the 
more controlled and detailed stu- 
dies that are conducted in the 
greenhouse and laboratories, oh 
the Station grounds. Thus, if a 
new or apparently unknown plant 
disease or insect pest {s found on 
the Station farm or in the Ever- 
glades region it is brought to the 
laboratories for-identification and 
Observation as to its life’cycle. In 
some cases it is studied in the 
greenhouse with reference to its 
action on crops that.are grown 
there for such a study. 

In the-same way the crops from 
the various experimental, plots are 
subjected to chemical analysis so 
as to obtain à measure of their 
nutritional sufficiencies or defic- 
fences which are in turn correla- 
ted with the fertilizer | experi- 
ments.

REGION CRIDDERS HAVE AN IMPRESSIVE RECORI 


Coach Frank Hobson Has Enviable Reputation For Producing Winners. 


When Pahokee's blue-clad grid- 
iron warriors climaxed a. turbul- 
ent but successful 1938 season’ by 
thumping out a surprising 14 to 6 
win over a highly-touted band of 
West Palm Beach Wildcats; they 
were winding up the eighth suc- 
cessive and successful season for 
Coach Frank Hobson, popular 
Blue Devil mentor. 

And in those eight successful 
years, Frank's boys bave compil- 
td the somewhat amazing record 
of 57 wins against only 18 defeats 
ahd 8 ties. > This record seems 
“even more amazing when you con- 
sider that the Blue Devils have 
„consistently tussled with heavier 
and more, formidable foes. In 
practically every contest the De- 
vils have given away 10 to 15 
pounds. of beef per man whd haye 
squared off against line-ups three 
and even four men deep in every 

+ position, 

But, and a great big "but," 
those Blue, Devils, coached to per- 
feetion under the guiding “eye of 
their quiet-spoken coach, are just 
about the scrappltigest bunch of 
football enthüslasts you ever saw 
gathered. in bunches of 11, Only 
the most spirited band 'in the 
world conld take a disputed one- 
touchdown trimming one week and 
thet come back, the next week to’ 
hammer out a convincing 4¢ to 0 
triumph over'a squad even bigger| 
and better manned.: But they 
play for the fun of the game when 

* they play fór Pahokee and Frank 
Hobson, And in the twinkling eyes 
of the.30-year old coach you can 
see the genius that his made him 
the jdol of every boy who has ever 
carried a football under his watch- 
ful eye. 

In his own quiet, unassuming 
way, Frank has built up a grid 
machine that has carried throught 
eight stormy years. Frank himself 
played football at Tennessee State 
Teachers and “Pahokee way his 
hia first stop as football coach. 
Since then he has so. endeared 
himself to local football followers 

, that good peope of the Glades 
shudder at the though’ of losing 


him. And pardon us for even 
mentioning it! 

Hobson's first year jn the 
Glades was 1931. That year's crop 
of footballers produced such stand- 
outs as Louis Gold, Joe Parker 
and Leon Spooner. Frank had to 
mold a winning eleven out of only 
16/men whe reported for practice 
at the Lake Placid football camp 
but his little machine managed to 
win 8 out of 9 contests played that 
year on the gld field where now 
stands: the elementary school ‘The 
courageous lttlé band beat such 
outfits as Sebring, Homestead, 
Dania, Stuart, Okeechobee, Frost- 
proof and Punta Gorda, Yosing dn- 
ly to Ft: Pierce by 18 to 6. They 
beat Sebring 2-0, in a thriller. 

The next year's squad was rid- 
died by graduation, only one let- 


tarman returning from the '31 
team. Car] Sapp, Horace Unwin 
and Carl ‘Thompson madè out- 
standing records as, Blue Devils 
that peat and the team kept its 
winning avefAge by, trouncing 
five oppohents while josing to^on- 
ly two,and being tied by two. The 
freshman squall took lickings 


that year from Ft. Pierce and 
Lake Worth, the latter for the 
last time, but held a strong Okee- 
chobee team scoreless in a 
Thanksgiving Day classic at Okee- 
chobee City. The Okeechobee team 
was reputedly the finest in the 
history of the school. Other teams 
played included Palm Beach's "B" 
squad, Homestead, Dania, Punta 
Gorda and Stuart. 

1933'n^great squad went through 
a ten game session with but one 
defeat The eleven boasted wins 
over Ft. Pierce 14-7, Stuart, Okee- 
chobee, Ponce de Leon 21-7, Vero 
Beach and tled Lake Worth 6-6. 

West Palm. Beach handed the 
Pahokians lheir only loss of the 
year hy a 12 to 0 margin. The 
'83 squad boasted such veterans 
as Carl Thompson, captain and 
sparking wingman, Doss Tabb, 
Carl Sapp, Horace Unwin, Vel- 
peau Denton, Mack Parker’ and 
"Sparky"' Osteen, a great guard. 
Hard'luck dogged the team™that 


year, howeyer, as Tabb broke an 
ankle and Spooner broke a shoul- 
der. "Both regular and reserve 
quarterbacks were thus forced out 
of action and the backfield was a 
make-Shift one throughout most 
of the season, The aerial combin- 
ation of ‘Tabb and Thompson 
clicked for a score of touchdowns 
that season and added many a 
point + after touchdown, too. 
Thompson, who finishes at Rollins 
College this year, booted the pig- 
skin a rec of 85 yards during 
the Lake Worth game to add to 
his laurels as an all-around play- 
er. Strong on the defensive, the 
"33 gang allowed only four touch- 
down to be scored against them 
throughout entire regular sta- 
son. 

Next year’s squad of veterans 
teed-off with an impressive if not 
amazing start by rolling up 186 
points against their opponents 
0 during the first fiye games. All 
told, in 1934, they won 8 contests 
Welle dropping bùt two. The 
team opened the season on their 
new lighted field, christened “Lair 
Field.” ‘Tubb, Sapp and Dénton 
were back and R. N. Upthegrove 
Willard Shackford ahd Carl Car- 
lyle completed a list of capable 
performers. In running their win- 
ning streak to five, straight, the 
team licked Ponce de Leon 20 to 
0, Stuart 58 to 0, Lake Worth 58 
to 0, Ft. Pirece 26 to 0 and Okee- 
chobee 38 to 0. Against Punta 
Gorda, the Blue Devils staged à 
brilliant last quarter rally, scoring 
an almost incredible 18 points in 
thé last 7 minutes of play to blast 
out a 24 to 13 win over their coast 
rivals. Punta Gorda was leading 
13 to 6 up until the last 7 minutes 
when Sapp and Tabb, benched be- 
cause of injuries, were pushed in- 
fo the game in a desperate at- 
tempt to revive the Devil's scoring 
punch. How wel they did just 
that is a matter of record! Stuart 
was the Devil's first opponent on 
the new fleld, the two teams play- 
ing a daylight encounter. Ponce 
de Leon inaugurated the. night 
season. under the arcs. 


The Blue Devil’ 1935 edition 
romped to $ wins out of 11 con- 
tests played and rolled toward a 
conference championship that year 
only to lose out to Miami Beach 
13 to 7 in the finale. West Palm 
Beach measured the locals 20 to 
0 and a strong Ft. Myers squád 
eked out a 13 to 7 win to complete 
the list of cóntests dropped by 
that year's great team. Stuart, 
Vero Beach, Ponce de Leon and 
Ft. Pierce were among the eight 
Bine Devil victims. Doss Tabb, R. 
N. Upthegrove, Robert Warmack, 
and Velpeau Denton. headlined a 
list of "35 gridiron stars. 

The squad of '36 begafí"almost 
from scratch with such ‘yewcom- 
ers ax Fred Sapp, -Joe Wolf, Joe 
Tom Boynton, Tuffy Sapp, Kenny 
Mock, H. B. Baxter and 1. J. Fra- 
sure making their, appearance. 
Boynton was out through most of 
the season because of illness but 
the-team managed to .win 7 
against 5 losses, a good record 
considering the green ` material 
available, Ft. Myers took the locals 
6 to 0, Ft. Pierce triumphed as 
also did Miami Beach 38 to 6, 
Sarasota 7 to 0 and West Palm 
Beach 6 to 0.

(Everglades by the Federal Gov- 
Mqrnment to the State of, Florida, 
under the terms and conditions of 
the Swamp and Overflowed Lands 
Act of 1850, the area has intrig- 
ued the imagination of those Who 
believed it to be the ideal sugar 
producing area of. the world, 
The first attempt to produce 
cane sugar on a commercial scale 
was undertaken by the Disstons 
ot Pkitadelphia, ncrth of Lake 
Okeechobee, and later by the 
same people in.what is now known 
as the Disston Island District.

The outstanding sugar develop- 
ment, of not only the. Everglides,

The United States 
Sugar Corporation acquired the 
properties of ‘The Southern Sugar 
Company at judicial sale Decem- 
ber 8, 1931, their immediate con- 
cern being the completion of the 
necessary water control, the im- 
provement, of cane varieties, - aw 
well'as sctontific farming practic- 
es.

Devon cattle are being produc- 
ed successfully at the Everglades 
Experiment Station. When the 
first shípment arrived seven yenrs 
ago last December, the success- 
ful productíon of cattle on the 
peat soils of the Florida Ever- 
glades was considered by may to 
be a practical impossibility. 

No one has ever questioned the 
possibilities of forage production 
in this region. With its'high an- 
nual rainfall, mild climate - and 
fertile soil, growth of forages, 
particularly the grasses, excells 
that of nearly all other regions in 
the Unitéd States. However, after 
several .cattle herds were lost for 
one reason or another the 
muck, many observers éxpected 
the same story to be repeated. 

Now) after seven years of, trials 
with varying degrees of suc- 
cess from year to year, the Devon 
herd is apparently in better phy- 
sical condition than at any pre- 
vious time. 


Devon cattle are rugged) hardy 
animals, good. foragers and easily 
kept in good flesh.

Severe frost,-and a long period 
wherein the rains from heaven 
ceased to be lavished upon the 
earth beneath has given the Writ- 


er time for plenty of quiet con- 
templation on the potentialities 
of cattle om the upper rim of 
muck surrounding Lake Okeecho- 
bee. 


The recent heavy frost visited 
upon the region gave a striking 
example of the safety valve cattle 
offer to our vegetable program. 
After the frost the ‘vegetables 
were gone but-the cattle still 
grazed peacefully on.unscathed by 
the low temperature, 
frost’s sock on the chin was great- 
ly softened. 

At the same time the frost 
pointed ont the necessity of a di- 
versified -program of grasses in 
pasture management. Some of the 
grafs"was given a severe setbück 
by the frost but that loss was al 
šo lessened by the fact the food 
value of the grass was still there 
and the cattle had only to dccus- 
tom themselves to eating dry food 
instead of the luscious green 
grass. They lost-some weight yes, 
but ‘what then; a little time, a 
little sun, and this loss was quick: 
ly replaced. The sergnity of the 
grazing cattle after the frost was 
truly balsam to assuage. the fray- 
ed and ragged nerves of a vege- 
table grower. The high potential 
profit on the vegetables went out 
with the frost While the invest- 
ment in the livestock still | held 
forth a' Comfortable back-log for 
the taxes and summer livelihood, 

"The most striking factor favor- 
Ing the grazing of cattle on’ our 
rich muck lands is the relative 
arrying capacity per acre. When 
compared to the average unim-! 
proved range lands of Florida, 
where most of the “Florida Beef” 
is produced, the figures are truly 
interesting. It would appear from| 
facts gleaned from statistical; 
data, and’ borne out in our obser-| 
vations, that, ohe coui’ more saf-! 
ely pay one hundred dollars per) 
‘acre for the high productivity of! 
the upper Glades muck than the 
two. dollars. asked for the average! 
land where cattlé are now ranged. | 
One acre of this muck land is 
equal in carrying capacity to from 
fifty to sixty acres of average 
range according to these statistics, 
X at the same time producing meat 
AAA44A 444 4, «she sontity. I 
Back to our comparison we| 
hearéthe cry of excessive taxed 
here jn the Glades. The above 'fig- 
ures brought forward would , indi- 
cate thaj taxes on this Everglades 
land, even within the sub-drain-| 
age districts, is relatively cheap- 
er than average range land. Taxes| 
on one acre of muck at five dol- 
lars is cheaper than taxes on from 
fifty to sixty acres of, “average 
range land” at from ten to twen- 
ty cents. This relative value - of 
land js again amplified when con- 
sideration is given to the estab- 
lishment and^care of permanent 
pastures, With its concentrated 
carrying capacity many things are 
feasible with our muck lands that 
would be economically unsound-aa | 
a pfactice in othePsections. The 
cost.of fencing, planting of grass- 
fes, eradicating weeds, herding the 
cattle, and the gencral-care at- 
tendant upon beef production are 
proportionately less here, while the; 
probféms presented seem to be no 
greater than in the otlier sections. | 
Another item of interest is the | 
fact that the food vaiue of grass- 
es is more or less directly related 
to the fertility of the soil upon 
which it is: grown. By analysis it 
has .bgen shown that grass pro- 
duced here’onjour rich muck lands 
is from seventy-five to eighty- 
five per cent higher in food value 
than the same grasses from soils, 
in other sections that were not so| 
fertile. This same analysis brings |

riculture's cane-teating station at 
Canal Point'js to be made a. per- 
manent institution and enlarged 
and its service widely extended. 
"An appropriation of $25,000 for 
ihe purchase of land &nd the erec- 
tion of permanent buldings at 
Canal Point Has been recommend- 
ed by the Department of Agricul- 
ture and agreed to be the con- 
gressiónal leader» at the urgent 
request of the delegations from 
all of the cane-growing state 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, 
Georgia, and Florida.. Enaétment 
of the bill making the appropri- 
ation is certain, Bi-annual appro- 
pridtions will then be made for the 
maintenance and extension of the 
station.

Exemption of sugar cane at 
Canal Point from mosaic or other 
diseases is one of the reasons for 
the decision to make the cane- 
testing station at this place a per- 
manent institution.
